Our Firemen Urge 


- Just recently there has been sever- 
al fires where loss has been severe. 
Injuries have occurred’ which were 
caused by the use of kerosene to 
“rustle up” a fire in the 
kitchen range. The report in the daily 
papers stated that the damage was 
caused by the blowing up of an oil 
stove but, in fact, it was caused by 
pouring kerosene on 
coals in a wood burning stove which 
caused gas to form and then let go 
with considerable force. 

The best advice we have heard in 
regard to the use of kerosene in 


Some other method may take a bit 
longer but loss of life or long weeks 
spent in a hospital to say nothing of 
the suffering cannot be offset. by the 
saving of a few minutes. 

And let us be very careful that 
when we get kerosene that it really 
is kerosene and not gasoline. Keep 
the gasoline in a properly marked, 
red container and not of more than 
one gallon capacity. . 

According to the Fire Division of

SPRAY HOUSE FLIES WITH DDT 


SOLUTION 


To kill house flies you will find 


that DDT is one of the best materi- 
als you can use advises Ray L. James, 
Extension entomologist at Michigan. 
State college. 


Aerosol sprays containing DDT are) 


easy and quick to use for killing flies 
indoors. These sprays make a fine 
mist that kills every fly it hits, but 
has no long-lasting effect. 


Residual sprays on the other hand, 


may be effective for several months 
in killing flies that touch 
places. Around the house use a 5 per- 
cent DDT oil solution. Spray where 
flies usually rest. Spray kitchen and 
dining room walls and ceilings thor- 
oughly. Brush spray on window and 
door screens to kill flies before they 
enter the house and spray it around 
porches and garbage cans. Outdoor 
areas may need to be treated every 
two or three weeks or as needed dur- 
ing the summer.

Don’t use the 5 percent oil solu- 
tion where it will get on plants or 


‘gardens because it. will burn them. 


In such places use a wettable DDT 
powder in water instead. 

Other precautions are very impor- 
tant: (1.) Do not let sprays get on 
eating utensils or food; (2.) Never 
use oil solutions on animals; (3.) 
Never spray oil solutions near open 
fires; (4.) When applying DDT, re- 
move fish and pets from the room and 
cover plants; (5.) Wash your hands 
after using DDT.

MICHIGAN BELL TO ASK M. P. S. 
COM, TO INCRES EF RATES 
Detroit, — The Michigan Bell Tele- 

phone Company has formally an- 


‘|nounced its intention to file a  peti- 


@on with the Michigan Public .Ser- 
vice Commission for a general rate 
increase. 

Pointing out that it will mark the 
first time in 21 years that the com- 
pany has sought a general increase 
in its charges, President Thomas N. 
Lacy declared that “prewar rates are 
no longer enough to meet Postwar 
costs.” 

Beyond the indication dthat “ag a 
matter of fairness to all our cus- 
tomers,” the proposed increase will be 
applied to all types of telephone ser- 
vice, Lacy did not reveal the extent 
of the proposed rate boosts. In ac- 
cordance with the statute, the com- 
pany will advertise its specifie pro- 
posals during the week of August 3, 
preliminary to the filing of its peti-: 
tion with the Michigan Public Ser- 
vvicce Commision later that month 
for approval. 

“Michigan Bell today is operating 
under a general rate schedule éstab- 
lished by the commission in th latter 
part of 1986”, Lacy continued. “Ex- 
cept in towns where local rates have 
been lowerd still further and for toll- 
rate reductions, the rates of 10 years 
ago are still in effect. Meanwhile, the 
cost of everthing used in furnishing 
telephone service —- wages, taxes, 
and supplies has gone up. 

“Postwar wage increase alone, for 
example, have raised Michigan Bell 
costs nearly $11,000,000 a year. 

“Although the amount of business 
that we have been doing has risen 
sharply, the increase income has not . 
kept pace with the rapid upward 
movement in costs. Since 1937, our 
income has gone up 2% times, but 
cost operating the business are now 
three times the level of 10 years ago. 

“As a result, our return on in- 
vestment has slipped far below. the 
danger mark. Based on today’s tele- 
phone rates, the company’s return 
now is only 4% cents on its invest- 
ment dollar — a drop of more than 
one-third under the rate of return in 
1937. If the new rates ordered by the _ 
Commission in 1946 were being char- 
ged today, the return would be even 
lower — actually, less than 3% per 
cent. That rate order is now on ap- 
peal in. the Ingham Cireuit Court. 

“It is one thing for earnings to be 
at such low point in a period of de- 
pression and with a surplus of plant 
facilities; it is quite another to be. 
limited to such bedrock return at a 
time of inflation and_ shortage of 
plant facilities. 

“Tf our plant were increase by the 
millions of dollars necessary to re- 
store peacetime margins for better 
service, the rate of return obviously 
would dip to an even more shocking 
level. A growing business especially 
has to earn a good return to attract 
the capital needed for that growth. 

“Any decision to increase rates is 
a hard one to make. It reverses a 
trend in our operations which has © 
brought rate reductions that are now 
saving our customers $20,000,000 a 
year compared with rates of a quar- 
ter of a century ago. 

“We have held off this decision as 
long as possible. Rate increase al- 
ready have been requested in 29 
other states. In 17 of those states, in- 
creaseed rates have been ordered by 
regulatory authorities. Sixteen inde- 
pendent telephone companies have 
been granted increases by the Mich- 
igan Public Qrvice ‘Commissior

Know Your Radio 


For some time we have been writ- 
ing about. interference on your radio. 


So far we have treated the subject: 


in the light that you are more inter- 
ested in methods used to get rid of 
it than you are in the conditions that 
cause it. Very few of you under- 
stand the problems that present 
themselves and many of you are not 
interested in causes. You are more 
concerned with results. That’s as it 
should be. However many have. ask- 
ed us such types of questions as to 
lead us to believe that an article re- 
vealing some of the problems en- 
counted would not go amiss. In other 
words there are types who want to 


. | know all about it. We all represent 


types. I am a certain type of writer. 
That makes me a typewriter, I guess. 
Just call me Corona the next time 
you see me.I hope, by now, that I 
have you just as confused as I am. 
We start out even. You have.to be in 
a confused state of mind anyway to 
understand radio interference. You 


have to be more confused to under- 
.stand me, and you will be. 


T told Paul I didn’t know what to 
write about this week. He says, “Do 
you ever’? My report is censored. 

Eliminating radio interference 
would be easy if we could successfully 
employ some filters at the radio. Fil- 
ters have been on the market for 
years which are supposed to be used 
at the radio but have proven inef- 
fective. They must be applied at the 
source of the noise. This means a fil- 
ter must be attached to each offend- 
ing device, making the problem much 
more complicated because the loca- 
tion of the noise-maker must first be 
determined and, next, the proper fil- 
ter found and applied. It would be 
comparatively simple if we could de- 
finitely know the type of filter which 
would always work on a certain de- 
vice. Unfortunately, this is not true. 
While we have, from experience, cer- 
tain rules to follow, we frequnently 
have to resort to trail and error 
methods. For example, a filter which 
is successful on a flourescent fixture 
in one location is unsuccessful in an- 
other location. Several factors enter 
into such a case and we have to fol- 
low a particular line of fundamental 
reasoning. 

It was the experience of the writer 
to have worked part of the time dur- 
ing th war for the Ordnance dept., 
U.S. Gov’t. on motor vehicle radio 
noise suppression. Here we encount- 
ered ignition noise emanating from 
various types of motor vehicles. It 
was necessary to supress such noise 
to the extent that it would not inter- 
fere with radio communication. Fur- 
thermore, it was possible for the 
enemy, using radio location devices, 
to quite accurately locate our 
mechanized forces from the ignition 
‘Boise radiated by the motor vehicles. 


It is interesting to note. that many |] 


such interference problems were 
never solved and some of the world’s 
best engineers were working on them. 

Radio interference radiates from 
its source in the same form of energy 
that your radio programs are sent. It 
is picked up by your aerial and con- 
ducted into your radio the same as 
your program. Consequently, because 
of the fact that it is the same form 
of energy as your program, if you at- 
tach anything to your radio that will 
stop it, you will also stop your pro- 


gram. The only alternative is to lo- |} 


cate the device sending out the inter- 
ference and arrest it at its source. 
We will continue this discussion next 
week, 

From a_ thoroughly unreliable 
source, we have reported an inven- 
tive genius in our community. When 
Major Hoople kicks off, this wizard 
will take his place. Besides his re- 
gular job, he sharpens lawn-mowers 
on the side. They cut better going a- 
round corners if they are sharpened 
on the side. This one-man brain- 
trust laughingly remarks that his 
business is better when its dull. His 
latest invention will soon be on the 
market. It is alleged (this saves us 


from a ‘libel suit, we hope) that he 
hag an attachment for your lawn- 
mower that will pull out the dande- 
lions as it cuts your grass. We might 
suggest adding to the attachment an 
arrangement for planting’ crocusses 
in their place. His interest. in your 
lawn is not because he likes the grass 
less: but because he loves the lawn- 
mower. I have an invention myself. 
Why hide my light behind a bushel 
or even a thimble for that matter. It 
hasn’t been marketed because of fin- 
ancial difficulties. It’s an outdoor 
barbecue cleverly designed with no 
place for the fire. Such an ingenious 
arrangement makes it just ducky for 
people who don’t like to cook out of 
doors. For dessert you could have my 
favorite dish —- a chocolate soda 
without chocolate. These are easily 
obtainable, now that -we have plenty 
of chocolate to serve them without. 
It was hard to serve them-during the 
war, because chocolate was so scarce.

_ They were aluminum linings from bottle caps. They were 
meteors. They were buzz-saw blades. They were everywhere and 


nowhere, everything and nothing.

Hundreds of persons—most of 
them apparently sober, solid citi- 
zens—had reported seeing the shiny 
“flying saucers” twirling their eerie

The great mystery of the airborne 
platters grew apace as Americans 
wavered, trying to decide whether 
they should laugh at or worry about 
the strange phenomena. 

As army planes, equipped with 
telescopic cameras, took to the air 


to hunt the elusive saucers, scien- ° 


tists were attempting to determine 
whether the many reports were fact 
or fancy. Disagreement on the sub- 
ject even extended to a quibble over 
whether the objects were ‘“‘discs”’ or 
“disks.” . 
- Mrs. Walter Johnson of Spokane, 
Wash., who said she had never be- 


fore heard or read of the saucers, | 


told how she and 15 other persons 
watched a group of about nine of 
them—‘“‘big as a four or five-room 
house’’—flutter to the ground ‘“‘like 
leaves’? near her summer cabin in 
Idaho. 

Other conflicting reports had them 
roaring like express trains, looking 
like washtubs, flying at terrific 
speeds, two feet in diameter and 
colored orange. 

In the meantime, qualified psychi- 
atrists were adding to the mystery 
by declaring that the reports were 
too numerous and well-founded to be 
explained away as mass hysteria 
or mass hallucinations. 

At any rate, watching for flying 
saucers was good for whiling away 
‘the tedious summer months, 


CONTRACT: 


Coal Strike Ends. 

Half of the nation’s 400,000 soft 
coal miners went back to work im- 
mediately following a brief strike 
when John L. Lewis signed the best 
contract he has ever secured with 
more than half of the bituminous 
coal industry. eh”. 

Lewis predicted that the rest of 
the mine owners, in the South and 
West, would ’ 
agree to the con- 
tract within a few 
days after ‘the 
northern operators 
had consented. to 
the pact. 

Under the: terms © 
of the one-year con- 
tract, miners will 
receive a $13.05 
basic daily wage 
for eight hours — 
$1.20 more than 
they have been getting for nine 
hours. 

Northern operators said the 
agreement is ‘“‘the most effective 
way to.maintain the economy of the 
nation,’’ although the cost of mining 
coal and ‘producing coal by-products 
will be higher as a result. They 
‘added, however, that price in- 
creases ‘‘will be substantially less 
than would have been the case had 
a strike occurred.”’ 

Previously, it had been estimated. 
‘that the new contract would add 
.from 500 million to one billion dol- 
‘lars annually to the consumers’ fuel 
bills. fe 


G.I. BONDS: 
‘Cash or Tarry? 


With a unanimous 386 to 0 vote,
